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PROFILE: 

LOUIS  XVI,  KING  OF  FRANCE  (1774-1793). 

Louis  XVI  of  France  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  Dauphin  and  Marie-Josephine  of 
Saxony  and  succeeded  his  grand-father,  Louis  XV,  to  the  throne  in  1774.  Four 
years  previously  he  had  married  Marie-Antionette,  the  daughter  of  the  Empress 
Marie-Theresia  of  Austria. 

The  reign  commenced  auspiciously.  Due  to  the  influence  of  wise  administrators 
like  Malesherbes  and  Turgot,  France  managed  to  recover  some  of  her  prestige, 
which  had  suffered  so  much  during  the  previous  reign.  The  Treaty  of  Versailles 
(1783)  gave  her  back  some  of  her  colonies,  and  Necker,  the  king’s  most  competent 
minister,  improved  to  some  extent  the  financial  and  economic  situation  of  the 
kingdom. 

Unfortunately  this  state  of  affairs  did  not  last  for  very  long.  The  king,  though 
full  of  good  intentions,  came  too  much  under  the  influence  of  corrupt  courtiers  such 
as  Calonne  and  Brienne  who,  completely  ignoring  the  growing  discontent  of  the 
French  artisans  and  peasants  only  worked  to  increase  the  wealth  of  a  highly  privileged 
aristocracy.  The  queen  herself  played  a  very  negative  role  and  was  mainly  concerned 
with  entertaining  a  frivolous  court.  Scandals  such  as  the  famous  “  affaire  du 
collier  ”  reduced  the  queen’s  reputation  and  that  of  the  royal  family  to  an  absolute 
minimum. 

Early  in  1789  general  unrest  was  so  widespread  that  the  king  had  to  assemble 
the  “  etats  generaux  ”  at  Versailles,  but  while  the  representatives  of  nobility,  clergy 
and  people  were  desperately  trying  to  agree  on  some  measure  of  reform,  the  Bastille 
prison  in  Paris  was  stormed  and  an  angry  and  discontented  mob  marched  to  Versailles 
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and  forced  the  Royal  Family  to  take  residence  in  the  Tuilleries.  At  first  it  looked 
as  if  the  king  was  ready  to  compromise  and  accept  the  conditions  of  constitutional 
monarchy  imposed  by  the  revolutionaries.  However,  hundreds  of  emigrants  outside 
France,  as  well  as  the  queen  herself,  were  urging  him  not  to  negotiate  but  to  take 
refuge  in  Germany,  where  an  armed  force  could  be  assembled  and  the  revolution 
crushed.  Flight  was  decided  upon;  but  in  Varennes,  only  a  few  miles  from  the 
German  frontier,  the  royal  family  was  recognised  and  brought  back  to  Paris  under 
close  guard. 

This  event  is  generally  considered  to  be  a  turning  point,  because  in  the  eyes  of 
most  French  people  the  king  was  no  longer  trustworthy.  His  action  was  considered 
treacherous  and  from  now  on  he  was  under  constant  watch.  In  the  meantime, 
Austria  and  Prussia  were  preparing  to  invade  France  and  public  opinion  turned  more 
and  more  against  Louis  XVI,  who  was  suspected  of  working  in  collaboration  with 
these  reactionary  foreign  powers.  In  August  1792  the  Tuilleries  were  stormed  and 
the  royal  family  locked  in  the  Prison  du  Temple  where  they  had  to  endure  many 
privations. 

Shortly  after  the  French  victory  at  Valmy,  the  monarchy  was  abolished  and  the 
First  French  Republic  proclaimed.  The  king  was  accused  of  high  treason,  tried 
and  condemned  to  death.  On  the  21st  January,  1793,  he  was  publicly  executed. 
His  queen  followed  him  to  the  scaffold  a  few  months  later.  The  two  surviving 
royal  children  had  different  destinies.  The  Dauphin  Louis  died  two  years  later  in 
captivity,  but  his  sister,  Marie-Therese  (Madame  Royale)  found  her  way  to  freedom 
and  lived  until  1851.

COINS  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY  IN  BRITAIN.

II.  The  beginning — to  A.D.  40. 

The  origins  of  coinage  in  Britain  seem  firmly  set  in  the  first  century  b.c.,  and 
may  reasonably  be  connected  with  the  Belgic  immigrations  of  that  period.  Although 
some  of  the  historical  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  pre-Roman  coins  of 
Britain  such  as  Tasciovanus,  Verica,  and  Cunobelinus,  are  well  documented  in 
classical  sources,  and  their  coins  are  correspondingly  well  dated,  there  are  a  vast 
number  of  Belgic  coin  types  with  no  historical  allusions,  and  with  names  otherwise 
unknown,  such  as  the  Dobunic  Bodvoc.  For  these  latter  coins  archaeological  investi¬ 
gation  is  at  present  providing  a  chronological  framework,  not  as  usual  vice  versa. 
Mr.  Derek  Allen’s  survey  of  Belgic  coinage,  in  particular  that  of  the  Dobuni,  should 
show  the  picture  as  it  is  at  present  when  the  forthcoming  report  on  the  site  at 
Bagendon,  near  Cirencester,  is  published  in  the  near  future.  This  site,  which  pro¬ 
mises  to  be  a  major  one  in  pre-Roman  numismatics,  has  been  referred  to  several  times 
in  the  Bulletin  in  connection  with  the  Belgic  coin  moulds  found  on  the  site  of  the 
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mint  in  this  capital  of  the  Cotswolds  immediately  preceding  the  Roman  invasion. 
As  pointed  out  by  J.  C.  Prior  in  the  Bulletin  for  January  1961  a  mint  needs  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  for  its  metal  workings  and  indeed  the  mint  at  Bagendon  was  connected 
with  a  complex  system  of  water-carrying  ditches. 

If  the  usual  definition  of  History,  as  the  existence  of  a  written  record,  is  main¬ 
tained  then  the  introduction  of  coinage  into  the  country  marks  the  end  of  British 
prehistory.  As  this  happens  we  learn  at  last  the  names  of  tribes  and  of  their  kings, 
magistrates  and  princes.  From  coin  distributions  come  the  patterns  of  settlement 
in  pre-Roman  Britain,  the  area  of  each  tribal  coin  type  giving  somewhat  indefinite 
boundaries  of  tribal  influence.  From  the  find  spots  and  numbers  of  British  coins  in 
Europe  a  beginning  can  be  made  on  the  political  and  economic  links  across  the 
channel.  These  are  all  standard  applications  of  numismatics  to  archaeology,  but 
we  can  go  even  further  in  this  period.  Cunobelinus  gives  us  on  his  coins  the  name 
of  his  new  capital — Camulodunum — now  Colchester;  the  most  frequent  of  his 
reverses  is  the  ear  of  corn — mentioned  by  Strabo  as  one  of  his  principal  exports ; 
perhaps  the  vine-leaf  on  several  coins  of  Verica  has  a  similar  significance.  The 
latest  effort  to  obtain  all  the  help  possible  from  the  coins  has  come  from  Mr.  Derek 
Allen  (Proc.  Preh.  Soc.  for  1958).  In  this  survey  he  has  shown  how  many  useful 
fac  ts  on  arms  and  armour,  horse  trappings,  foot-soldiers,  helmets,  headgear,  costume, 
and  even  on  music  and  the  priesthood,  can  be  found  by  detailed  study  of  coin  types. 
As  at  this  period  the  archaeological  record  is  poor,  no  Celtic  inscriptions  in  Britain, 
very  few,  if  any,  sculptures,  so  the  coins  assume  a  very  large  importance  for  the 
interpretation  of  archaeological  sites  and  finds. 

Now  that  we  are  beginning  to  make  archaeological  capital  out  of  the  representations 
on  British  coins,  the  importance  of  the  inscribed  coins  when  making  a  political  map  of 
Belgic  Britain  almost  falls  into  second  place.  Collingwood  speaking  of  the  two  royal 
houses  in  first  century  Britain,  those  of  Cassivelaunus  in  Kent  and  Hertfordshire, 
and  Commius  in  Hampshire,  goes  as  far  as  to  say  that  “  the  fortunes  of  the  royal  houses 
can  be  to  some  extent  inferred  from  their  coinage.”  Indeed  these  coins  form  our 
main  guide  to  the  family  troubles  of  the  royal  Britons.  The  prosperous  reign  of 
Tasciovanus  is  inferred  from  a  widespread  and  numerous  distribution,  and  it  is  then 
possible  to  follow  the  division  of  his  kingdom  between  his  three  ( ?)  sons.  Then 
Cunobelin,  Shakespeare’s  Cymbeline,  appears  on  the  scene,  and  his  long  reign  of 
about  thirty  years  accounts  for  his  relatively  plentiful  coins.  By  that  time  Britain 
seems  to  be  split  into  two  main  coin  issuing  kingdoms,  that  of  Cunobelin  with  his 
capital  at  Colchester,  ruling  Hertfordshire,  Essex,  Kent,  and  Surrey,  and  that  of 
Verica  in  Hampshire  and  Dorset.  One  further  name  worth  mentioning  is  that  of 
Epatticus.  .  He  is  presumably  a  brother  of  Cunobelin,  and  his  coins  suggest  a  smaller 
kingdom  carved  out  for  himself  somewhere  in  the  West  of  Britain,  either  held  in 
allegiance  to  his  brother,  or  as  an  independent  kingdom.  Whatever  his  status,  his 
coins  show  a  scatter  over  the  South-West  distinct  from  those  of  his  family. 

As  Roman  influence  spread  across  the  channel,  other  tribes,  further  removed 
from  this  influence  to  the  North  and  West,  began  their  own  coinage.  The  Dobuni 
began  to  issue  their  named  series  of  gold  staters,  of  Antedrigus,  Bodvoc,  and  others, 
so  that  all  Southern  Britain  was  coming  to  accept  the  use  of  bullion  and  base  metal 
coinage.  This  is  a  fairly  important  point  to  make  as  it  shows  that  the  Romanization 
of  Britain  had  gone  some  little  way  before  the  arrival  of  the  legions  in  a.d.  43.  To 
the  population,  accustomed  in  the  final  years  of  independence,  to  well  minted,  often 
high  monetary  standard  coins,  the  influx  of  Roman  currency  which  came  in  with  the 
conquerors  at  first  assisted,  and  then  took  over,  a  normal  British  function.  Of 
course,  coinage  did  not  affect  all  the  British  people,  only  those  in  the  merchant  classes 
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and  above  would  come  into  contact  with  it.  The  outlying  farmer  on  a  small  hillside 
farm  would  have  little  to  do  with  official  coinage  whether  it  was  British  of  a.d.  25 
or  Roman  of  a.d.  325. 

One  further  point  is  worth  making  on  the  transition  from  British  to  Romano- 
British  times,  and  that  is  the  good  opinion  which  the  British,  and  perhaps  even  some 
Romans,  had  of  their  own  money.  In  all  the  new  Claudian  towns  in  which  large 
numbers  of  British  families  were  presumably  settling,  Corinium  (Cirencester),  the 
first  Verulamium  (St.  Albans),  Silchester,  Colchester,  Chichester,  the  British  coinage 
occurs  in  the  earliest  levels  mixing  normally  with  its  Roman  counterpart.  Even  in 
hoards,  it  was  considered  quite  valuable  enough  to  be  saved  with  Roman  silver,  and 
it  occurs  in  hoards  at  least  up  to  Domitian — that  is  more  than  thirty  or  forty  years 
after  it  had  been  minted.  With  this  forward  glance  the  obvious  path  is  now  to  the 
coins  of  the  earlier  Roman  occupation  up  to  the  “  radiate  ”  era,  a  period  I  hope  to 
cover,  with  its  attendant  problems,  in  part  three. 

NOTES  ON  THE  CLEANING  AND  PRESERVATION  OF 

ANCIENT  COINS.

VI.  GENERAL  NOTES.

Apparatus. 

All  the  treatments  mentioned  in  this  series  of  articles,  whether  acid  or  base,* * 3 
may  be  carried  out  in  pyrex  dishes;  but  porcelain  flat-bottomed  basins  of  100-120 
millimetres  diameter  provided  with  lips  are  a  very  useful  substitute.  For  treatment 
with  base  reagents,  iron  or  stainless  steel  vessels  (e.g.  saucepans)  can  also  be  used. 
All  such  vessels  should  be  kept  strictly  for  chemical  use  only.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  they  be  used  for  domestic  purposes  after  having  been  used  for  chemical 
cleaning,  since  many  of  the  chemicals  are  very  poisonous,  as  are  lead  and  copper  salts 
(corrosion  products)  removed  during  cleaning.  This  conservatism  with  regard  to 
cleaning  containers  is  stressed  because  all  traces  of  some  corrosion  products  and 
chemicals  are  difficult  to  remove  entirely  by  simple  washing,  however  thoroughly  it  is 
done.  (This  rule  should  be  strictly  applied  to  the  use  of  all  kinds  of  apparatus  used  in 
the  chemical  treatment  of  metals). 

For  measuring  out  solutions  a  measuring  cylinder  provided  with  a  lip  and  graduated 
to  100  millilitres  will  be  found  useful.  It  will  be  remembered  that  each  millilitre 
(also  known  as  a  cubic  centimetre)  of  water  weighs  one  gram ;  therefore,  for  example, 
in  making  up  a  5%  solution  of  a  solid  reagent,  5  grams  of  reagent  will  need  to  be 
dissolved  in  95  millilitres  of  water.4 

For  weighing  solid  reagents  one  can  use  a  small  spring  balance  carrying  a  pan, 
for  weighing  up  to  100  grams.  For  weighing  corrosive  solids  (e.g.  caustic  soda) 
a  small  watch-glass  of  suitable  diameter  may  be  used  with  the  balance.  The  watch- 
glass  should  be  weighed  and  its  weight  recorded ;  then  this  weight  added  to  the  weight 
of  reagent  required.  The  balance  is  subsequently  loaded  to  this  overall  weight — and 
thus  the  weight  of  the  watch-glass  is  allowed  for  in  the  weighing. 

For  heating  the  various  solutions,  a  bunsen  burner  provided  with  a  tripod  and 
gauze  will  be  found  useful;  but  alternatively  a  hot-plate,  with  low,  medium  and  high

4  As  an  alternative  to  the  metric  system,  one  can  of  course  use  the  apothecary’s  measures. 
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adjustments,  can  be  used.  Care  should  be  taken  when  heating  to  boiling  point 
highly  corrosive  solutions  like  sulphuric  acid.  This  should  be  done  with  a  gentle 
heat,  otherwise  the  solutions  may  boil  over  and  splutter  on  to  the  hot-plate  or  gauze 
(of  the  bunsen  burner) — or  even  on  to  the  operator !  The  removal  of  such  turbulent 
solutions  from  a  static  source  of  heat  such  as  a  hot-plate  is  obviously  a  dangerous 
operation,  and  in  this  case,  then,  “  prevention  is  better  than  cure.” 

Some  other  essential  apparatus  are  a  pair  of  6-  or  8-inch  nickel  tongs,  a  magnifying 
glass  (giving  a  magnification  of  about  10  or  15  diameters),  tooth-brushes  and  artist’s 
brushes  for  varnishing  etc.  For  removing  solid  reagents  such  as  sodium  carbonate, 
sodium  sesquicarbonate,  caustic  soda,  citric  acid,  etc.  from  their  bottles,  a  small 
teaspoon  may  be  used.  In  the  treatment  of  spots  of  active  corrosion  with  strong 
sulphuric  acid  or  ammonia,  small,  about  30  cubic  centimetre  (millilitre)  all-glass 
dropping  bottles  will  be  found  useful. 

When  the  present  writers  needed  to  wash  large  quantities  of  coins  at  once,  they 
often  employed  a  small  photographic  plate-washing  tank,  the  plate-carrier  of  which 
was  modified  by  soldering  onto  the  base  a  small  perforated  zinc  tray.  This  was  found 
admirable  for  freely  circulating  the  washing  water. 

When  a  large  number  of  coins  required  brushing,  the  writers  adapted  a  small 
flexible  drive  (such  as  that  used  by  dentists)  to  the  chuck  of  a  high-speed  drill,  using 
a  suitable  brush.  (Dentists’  brushes  are  readily  available  for  this  purpose). 

For  drying  coins  in  quantity  without  having  to  resort  to  heat  treatment,  the 
writers  often  used  a  small  hair-dryer;  this  being  used  after  the  coins  had  been  pressed 
between  blotting  paper  and  rinsed  in  acetone,  etc.  Also  for  drying  coins,  one  can 
use  a  small  thermostatically  controlled  oven,  the  drying  temperature  being  set  at 
about  105-1 10  C. 

Much  of  the  apparatus  we  have  mentioned  is  comparatively  cheap  and  easily 
obtainable,  often  from  a  local  photographer  or  chemist;  but  if  any  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  obtaining  specialized  apparatus,  the  following  two  firms  are  to  be 
recommended : —

Protective  Coatings. 

We  have  used  the  term  “  varnishing  ”  rather  indiscriminately  throughout  this 
series  of  articles;  and  while  a  thin  coating  of  celluloid  in  acetone  (or,  better,  amyl 
acetate)  is  very  effective,  waxing  with  bees-  or  paraffin-wax  is  a  somewhat  superior 
method— mainly  because  it  is  slightly  less  permanent,  and  consequently  more  easily 
removed  if  required.  Many  may  prefer  to  varnish  their  coins  with  the  commercial 
product  known  as  “  Ercalane.”  If,  however,  a  solution  of  celluloid  is  required,  it 
may  be  made  up  by  dissolving  small  cut-up  pieces  of  colourless  celluloid  in  acetone 
or  amyl  acetate,  the  celluloid  being  added  until  the  required  viscosity  is  obtained. 

A  technique  which  is  perhaps  more  likely  to  be  used  in  larger  museums  is  the 
mounting  of  fragile  coins  in  plastics.  For  details  of  this  technique,  see: 
H.  Plenderleith,  The  Conservation  of  Antiquities  (London  1956),  pp.  267-8. 

We  have  mentioned  in  passing  the  use  of  a  vacuum  technique  as  an  aid  to  the 
efficient  waxing  of  porous  coins  and  “  plates.”  A  small  vacuum  dessicator  of  20 
centimetres  internal  diameter  may  be  used  for  this  purpose.  For  operating  the 
dessicator  the  valve  tap  should  be  connected  with  a  length  of  pressure  rubber  tubing 
to  the  inlet  of  a  Woulff ’s  bottle ;  the  other  inlet  of  the  Woulff ’s  bottle  having  a  similar 
length  of  pressure  rubber  tubing  fitted  to  the  “  side  arm  ”  (inlet)  of  a  small  filter 
pump  which  is  connected  to  the  ordinary  mains  tap.  For  the  actual  process  of  waxing, 
a  small  tray  of  molten  wax  should  be  placed  within  the  vacuum  dessicator.  The  dried 
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coins  are  placed  in  the  wax,  the  lid  of  the  dessicator  replaced,  and  the  valve  tap 
opened.  Then  a  gradually  increasing  reduction  in  pressure  in  effected  by  slowly 
turning  on  the  mains  tap.  This  reduction  in  pressure  causes  the  air  within  the  pores  of 
the  coins  to  be  eliminated  by  expanding  and  rising  to  the  surface  of  the  molten  wax. 
The  valve  tap  of  the  vacuum  dessicator  is  now  closed  and  the  mains  tap  slowly 
turned  off;  then  the  rubber  tube  connection  fitted  to  the  valve  tap  of  the  dessicator 
disconnected.  The  valve  tap  of  the  dessicator  is  then  slowly  opened,  and  the  increased 
pressure  above  the  bath  of  molten  wax  forces  the  wax  into  the  evacuated  pores  of  the 
coins. 

Incidentally,  such  a  dessicator  may  also  be  used  for  drying  coins.  This  is  effected 
by  using  a  small  tray  of  silica  gel  dessicating  reagent  placed  inside  the  dessicator,  and 
over  this  stood  a  small  gauze  tray  to  bear  the  coins.  The  latter  are  then  dried  by 
placing  them  on  the  gauze  tray  and  evacuating  the  moist  air  from  the  dessicator,  the 
coins  being  left  in  the  partial  vacuum  for  several  days.

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INDIAN  CAMPAIGN  MEDALS  OF  THE  LATTER  HALF  OF  THE 
XIXth  CENTURY— THE  ROYAL  NAVY. 

By  Captain  W.  A.  Morgan.

China. 

When  the  wars  “  managed  ”  by  the  Indian  Government  outside  their  immediate  territory 
are  considered  the  Royal  Navy  has  played  a  large  part. 

The  wars  with  China  were  mostly  dealing  with  floating  enemies  and  against  fortifications  at 
river  mouths,  so  it  is  natural  as  Her  Majesty’s  ships  were  in  the  right  position.  During  the  War 
of  1842  about  40  ships  were  employed  at  one  time  or  another — in  the  War  of  1857-1860  the 
number  of  ships  was  about  80,  and  for  the  Boxer  Rising  of  1900  the  ships  of  the  Royal  Navy 
amounted  to  20,  one  of  which,  H.M.S.  Protector,  was  a  South  Australian  vessel. 

The  medal  for  the  War  of  1842  had  no  bars  and  bore  china  1842  in  the  exergue.  For  the 
War  of  1857-1860  a  medal  similar  to  that  for  1842  was  given,  without  the  date  in  the  exergue 
and  with  six  bars:  china  1842,  fatshan  1857,  canton  1857,  taku  forts  1858,  taku  forts  1860 
and  pekin  1860,  the  greatest  number  of  bars  to  any  one  man  was  five.  A  Brigade  of  the  Royal 
Marines  was  formed  during  this  war — the  personnel  was  drawn  from  the  various  Depots  and  a 
few  of  the  combinations  of  bars  awarded  are  given  below: — 

Chatham. 

5  medals  of  4  bars — fatshan,  canton,  taku  forts  1858,  taku  forts  1860. 

2  medals  with  the  single  bar  1842. 

Portsmouth 

1  medal  with  5  bars — fatshan,  canton,  taku  forts  1858,  taku  forts  1860,  pekin  1860 
Fort  Cumberland 

4  medals  with  4  bars  similar  to  those  for  Chatham. 

2  medals  with  4  bars — canton,  taku  forts  1858,  taku  forts  1860,  pekin  1860 
Plymouth 

1  medal  with  4  bars  similar  to  Chatham 

1  medal  with  3  bars — china  1842,  canton  1857,  taku  forts  1860. 

Woolwich 

This  Depot  provided  a  considerable  number  of  Marines  but  none  appear  to  have  earned  more 
than  3  bars. 

The  most  common  group  of  3  bars  to  the  Royal  Marines  is  canton  1857,  taku  forts  1860, 
pekin  1860. 

The  China  War  of  1900,  generally  known  as  the  Boxer  Rising,  employed,  as  already  stated, 
twenty  vessels  of  the  Royal  Navy  to  which  should  be  added  three  ships  of  the  Indian  Marine, 
Clive,  Canning  and  Dalhousie.  Three  bars  were  issued  for  the  Campaign — defence  of  the 
legations,  taku  forts,  and  relief  of  pekin.  No  one  received  the  three  bars,  although  specimen 
medals  were  provided  for  Kaiser  Wihelm  II.  Two-bar  medals  are  not  so  common  but  were 
earned  by  a  good  many  vessels.  A  resume  of  the  issue  is: — 

defence  of  the  legations.  This  bar  was  awarded  to  76  Officers  and  Marines  and  3  Naval 
Ratings  who  formed  the  guard  at  the  British  Legation.  One  of  the  Officers,  Captain  L.  S.  T. 
Halliday,  won  the  Victoria  Cross  for  action  when  leading  a  sortie,  and  although  severely  wounded 
he  was  at  the  Centenary  of  the  Victoria  Cross — General  Sir  Lewis  Halliday,  V.C.,  K.C.B. — 
the  oldest  living  holder  of  the  decoration. 

taku  forts  and  relief  of  pekin.  The  ship’s  companies  or  detachments  from  the  following 
are  entitled  to  these  bars : — 

H.M.S.  Alacrity — generally  to  the  two  bars. 

H.M.S.  Aurora — generally  to  the  bar  relief  of  pekin,  about  35  had  the  bar  taku  forts  in 
addition. 

H.M.S.  Barfleur — generally  relief  of  pekin,  about  50  had  taku  forts  also. 

H.M.S.  Centurion — generally  single  bar  relief  of  pekin,  12  had  additional  bar  for  taku  forts. 
H.M.S.  Endymion — generally  relief  of  pekin,  a  few  had  the  second  bar. 

H.M.S.  Orlando — generally  relief  of  pekin,  with  about  half  the  ship’s  company  having  the 
second  bar  taku  forts. 

H.M.S.  Phoenix — only  12  had  bars,  all  for  relief  of  pekin. 

H.M.S.  Terrible — about  half  the  ship’s  company  had  the  single  bar  relief  of  pekin. 

H.M.S.  Algerine — relief  of  pekin,  with  a  few  taku  forts. 

H.M.S.  Fame — relief  of  pekin,  two  of  the  company  had  taku  forts. 

H.M.S.  Whiting — 57  of  the  ship’s  company  had  taku  forts. 

To  the  ships  of  the  Indian  Marine,  10  medals  with  bar  relief  of  pekin  were  awarded,  all 
other  ships  were  awarded  the  medal  without  bar. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  medal  with  bar  taku  forts  was  awarded  to  the  Royal 
Marine  Artillery  of  the  North-West  Fort  Taku.  The  medal  without  bar  was  given  to  the  New 
South  Wales  and  Victorian  Contingents  and  to  15  Lady  Nurses.  About  half  the  strength  of  the 
R.N.  Depot,  Wei-Hei-Wei,  received  the  medal  and  bar  relief  of  pekin. 


JUNIOR  ESSAY  COMPETITION. 

MODERN  COIN  DESIGN. 

I'he  first  prize  for  the  Bulletin's  “  Coin  Design  ”  essay  competition  has  been  awarded  to 
Michael  J.  Paterson  (age  16)  of  Edinburgh.  He  wins  a  cheque  for  five  guineas  for  his  entry 
on  the  Queen  Elizabeth  threepence.  Further  prizes  of  one  guinea  each  are  awarded  to  David 
Freeman  (age  15)  of  Hendon,  R.  A.  Reeves  (age  14)  of  Abergavenny,  and  David  E.  Hanson 
(age  19)  of  Sheffield.  All  these  are  published  below.  Other  entries  of  a  high  standard  were 
sent  in  by  Curtis  Clay  of  Westport,  Conn.,  U.S.A.;  Nicholas  de  Lange  of  Harrow  Weald; 
and  Howard  Eisenberg  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  U.S.A. 

QUEEN  ELIZABETH  II  THREEPENCE. 

^  By  Michael  Paterson. 

In  1953  the  Royal  Mint  issued,  in  the  new  coinage  for  Elizabeth  II’s  reign,  a  design  which 
had  not  previously  appeared  in  the  milled  coinage  of  Great  Britain.  This  was  the  reverse 
design  for  the  nickel-brass  threepence  incorporating  the  Tudor  badge — a  portcullis  surmounted 
by  a  coronet.  Since  its  introduction  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  million  of  this  twelve¬ 
sided  coin  have  been  minted  for  circulation  in  the  United  Kingdom,  each  being  made  up  of 
79  %  copper,  20%  zinc  and  1  %  nickel. 

The  portcullis  design  on  a  coin  is  not  a  novel  one:  a  silver  halfpenny  of  the  hammered 
coinage  of  Elizabeth  I  had  for  its  obverse  a  plain  portcullis.  Previous  to  this,  the  portcullis 
had  been  used  as  a  mintmark  in  Henry  VI II’s  reign  as  well  as  in  Elizabeth’s.  The  first  English 
colonial  coins  struck  at  the  Tower  Mint  were  called  Portcullis  Money  because  of  the  Tudor 
badge  on  the  reverse.  These  were  struck  by  Elizabeth  I  in  1600-1  for  Eastern  trade. 

The  reverses  of  the  other  current  Elizabethan  coins  cannot  compete  with  that  of  the  three¬ 
pence.  Aesthetically  only  the  design  of  the  half-crown  approaches  it.  However,  this  design 
is  unfortunately  marred  by  an  over-abundance  of  cramped  detail  within  the  actual  shield. 
This  apart,  it  is  undoubtedly  a  very  fine  design.  The  shilling  appears  rather  plain  and  empty, 
while  the  florin  and  the  sixpence  both  give  the  impression  of  crowding  the  flan  and  a  scattered 
legend.  Amongst  the  bronze  coins,  the  designs  of  which  remained  unaltered,  the  “  Golden 
Hind  ”  on  the  halfpenny  is  the  most  outstanding. 

The  reverse  of  the  threepence,  designed  by  Mr.  W.  Gardner,  has  a  compactness  supplied 
by  the  crimped  band  bearing  the  value  and  the  date,  which  is  partitioned  off  by  the  chains 
hanging  down  from  the  top  of  the  portcullis.  The  coronet  with  alternate  lis  and  cross,  which 
surmounts  the  portcullis  lends  a  continuity  to  the  band  bearing  the  value.  The  complete 
effect  is  most  pleasing. 

The  obverse,  designed  by  Mrs.  Mary  Gillick,  is  unorthodox  in  that  the  legend  is  con¬ 
tinuous  and  not  broken  by  the  bust,  thus  giving  the  piece  a  pseudo-medieval  appearance. 
The  Greek  Cross  above  the  sovereign’s  head  also  supports  this  impression.  The  obverse 
was  much  improved  in  the  second  coinage,  dated  from  1954,  by  the  omission  of  britt  :  omn 
from  the  legend,  which  had  previously  been  rather  cramped  on  the  small  flan,  and  from  the 
relief  of  the  bust  which  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  the  earlier  issue. 

Thus  I  nominate  the  Elizabeth  II  threepence  of  Great  Britain,  dated  1954-60,  as  the 
modern  coin  with  the  best  design. 

ITALY  500  LIRE  OF  1957.

I  think  it  can  be  fairly  said  that  no  country  in  the  world  has  surpassed  or  even  equalled 
the  glorius  past  of  Italy  in  the  field  of  art.  Many  of  the  greatest  musicians  such  as  Puccini, 
Verdi,  Rossini  and  very  many  others;  writers  such  as  Dante,  Petrarch,  Boccaccio;  and  artists, 
including  Michelangelo  and  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  were  all  natives  of  Italy.  Thus  I  think  it 
very  befitting  that  I  should  choose  an  Italian  coin  for  my  subject,  because  in  my  opinion  it 
lives  up  to  Italy’s  artistic  reputation. 

On  November  21st,  1957,  the  Italian  Parliament  introduced  a  bill  effecting  the  issue  of  the 
five-hundred  lire  piece  in  place  of  the  rather  ugly  note.  It  was  to  be  eleven  grammes  in 
weight  and  twenty-nine  millimetres  in  diameter  with  a  silver  content  of  eighty-three  and  a  half 
per  cent. 
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On  the  obverse,  the  designer  Guido  Veroi,  has  obviously  copied  the  Renaissance  style  of 
Pisanello,  although  Pietro  Giampoli,  the  engraver,  has  set  it  on  a  low  relief,  as  it  is  a  coin  and 
not  a  medal.  The  girl,  who  is  wearing  a  simply  designed,  but  very  attractive  costume,  is 
typical  of  the  Renaissance  period  and  also  of  the  simplicity  of  Fisanello’s  very  lifelike  portraits. 
The  slender  vertical  physique  of  the  girl,  also  common  of  Pisanello,  is  counteracted  by  the 
circular  movement  of  the  shields,  to  give  a  perfectly  balanced  picture.  Although  Pisanello, 
himself,  would  have  used  lettering  round  the  edge,  I  think  that  the  shields,  lavishly  designed 
as  they  are,  strike  a  better  balance  between  the  parts  of  the  flan  free  of  design  and  the  rather 
fully  designed  remainder.  Thus  if  there  had  been  lettering  there  would  have  been  too  much 
design  in  the  centre  of  the  coin  and  none  at  the  edge  to  keep  the  balance. 

The  reverse,  however,  has  been  treated  in  a  very  different  way.  It  is  certainly  of  the 
Renaissance  period  but  seems  to  have  been  designed  in  the  heraldic,  lifeless  fashion.  The 
cross  pattee  on  the  galleons’  sails  are  proof  of  Renaissance  influence  being  associated  with  the 
early  fourteenth  century  and  that  coincides  with  the  time  when  galleons  changed  from  one 
or  two,  to  three  masts.  The  flags  and  the  unconvincing  sea  seem  to  me  typical  of  the  sort  of 
design  one  sees  on  old  armour  and  shields,  but  the  three  ships  are  nevertheless  very  pleasing 
to  the  eye.  The  letters  round  the  edge  are  cleverly  curved  at  the  tips  to  prevent  the  straight 
lines  from  clashing  with  the  rest  of  the  design  which  consists  mainly  of  curving  figures,  and 
the  L.500  sets  the  balance  between  the  designed  part  of  the  flan  and  the  remainder. 

But  as  well  as  being  a  beautiful  coin  the  design  was  cleverly  chosen.  The  shields  on  the 
obverse,  representing  the  different  Italian  states,*  take  the  place  of  the  conventional  ugly 
writing,  while  the  girl  in  national  costume  seems  to  me  to  symbolise  unity  amongst  them,  and 
on  the  reverse  one  is  reminded  of  Italy’s  former  sea-power,  wealth  and  glory.

FESTIVAL  OF  BRITAIN  CROWN.

In  my  opinion  the  best  designed  coin  since  1945  is  the  1951  United  Kingdom  crowm. 
This  crowm  w’as  the  first  United  Kingdom  crown  to  be  struck  in  cupro-nickel  and  the  first 
United  Kingdom  cupro-nickel  coin  to  bear  an  edge  inscription.  People  may  think  that 
because  a  crown  has  to  be  struck  using  cupro-nickel  and  not  silver  it  is  disgracing  the  coinage ; 
this  applies  to  some  coins  but  not  with  this  crown.  This  coin  is  the  best  designed  and  best 
struck  coin  since  the  crowns  of  George  III. 

Most  of  the  praise  must  go  to  T.  H.  Paget  who  designed  the  portraiture  of  King  George 
VI;  although  the  portraiture  is  not  exact  in  the  finer  details  it  bears  a  great  likeness  to  the 
monarch  it  portrays  and  must  be  greatly  admired. 

The  crown  greatly  resembles  the  crowns  struck  by  the  mint  in  the  reign  of  King  George 
III;  the  only  difference  being  the  monarch’s  head. 

This  coin  was  struck  with  the  intention  of  marking  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  striking 
of  the  first  silver  crown  in  1551.  The  crown  is  a  coin  that  has  changed  very  little  in  general 
appearance.  The  size  of  the  1951  crown  is  about  the  same  as  the  1551  crown.  The  striking 
of  the  crowm  also  coincided  with  Festival  of  Britain,  and,  in  fact,  it  is  often  called  the  Festival 
of  Britain  crown,  but  in  actual  fact  this  is  wrong. 

The  edge  of  the  crown  is  inscribed  mdccli  industria  floret  civitas  mcmli,  which  w’hen 
translated  means  “  1851  by  the  industry  of  its  people  the  state  flourishes.”  This  inscription 
converged  the  Festival  with  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851.  Inscriptions  on  the  edge  of  coins 
is  unusual  these  days  because  this  is  the  only  British  piece  to  bear  one  since  the  1935  crown. 

As  I  have  already  mentioned  the  portraiture  of  King  George  VI  is  by  T.  H.  Paget.  The 
reverse  is  Pistrucci’s  design  of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  which  was  first  introduced  into 
English  coinage  in  1817,  on  the  crowns.  This  design  strangely  represents  a  nude  classic 
warrior  charging,  armed  with  a  sword  instead  of  his  appearing  in  medieval  armour  and  piercing 
his  adversary  with  a  lance. 

Public  interest  was  aroused  so  much  by  the  coin  that  the  demand  was  much  more  than 
expected  and  the  total  amount  of  crowns  struck  was  2,003,540.  A  special  branch  of  the  mint 
was  set  up  almost  opposite  the  one  time  Durham  House  mint  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Thames. 
Crowms  were  minted  on  the  spot  and  1,144,000  crowns  were  sold  on  this  site;  this  sale  was 
limited  to  twro  crowns  per  person. 

The  crowns  are  not  worth  much  more  than  their  face  value  but  should  be  in  every  collection 
because  it  show’s  that  Britain  can  still  produce  fine  coins. 
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THE  GUERNSEY  EIGHT  DOUBLES* 

By  David  E.  Hanson. 

In  choosing  the  coin  which  I  consider  to  have  the  best  design,  1  was  torn  between  three 
coins.  All  of  these  are  of  the  same  country,  namely  Guernsey.  The  three  coins  also  have 
the  same  obverse  design,  and  the  reverse  designs  are  all  the  work  of  the  same  artist.  However, 
I  finally  overcame  my  indecision  and  chose  the  Guernsey  eight  doubles  of  1956  as  the  coin 
which  in  my  opinion,  surpasses  all  other  coins  issued  between  the  years  1945  and  1960. 

The  obverse  of  this  coin  shows  the  seal  of  the  Bailiwick  of  Guernsey  granted  by  King 
Edward  I,  the  design  being  copied,  by  the  Royal  Mint  engravers,  from  impressions  attached 
to  documents  of  the  fifteenth  century.  The  old  style  lettering  of  the  inscription  adds  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  coin. 

The  reverse  design,  the  work  of  Mr.  Paul  Vincz,  shows  three  florets  of  the  Guernsey 
Lily.  The  choice  of  subject  matter  is  very  apt.  The  Guernsey  Lily,  or  Nerine  Sarniensis, 
as  it  is  sometimes  known,  is  a  bulbous  herb,  also  a  native  of  South  Africa.  It  has  strap¬ 
shaped  leaves,  and  its  flowers,  which  are  salmon  coloured,  form  a  large  cluster  at  the  top  of 
a  stout  flower  stem.  This  beautiful  flower,  which  owes  its  name  to  the  island  of  Guernsey, 
makes  a  very  typical  subject.  The  island  relies  on  market  gardening  for  its  livelihood,  apart 
from  the  rapidly  growing  tourist  trade,  and  this  is  another  strong  point  in  favour  of  the  Guernsey 
Lily  design.  The  design  is  faithfully  copied  from  nature,  and  what  can  surpass  nature,  in 
beauty  and  variety.  We  see  such  a  lot  of  coins  nowadays  with  numbers  or  initials  as  the  basis 
of  the  design,  but  what  a  refreshing  change  it  is  to  discover  a  coin  which  comes  up  to  the 
very  fine  standard  set  by  Kruger  Gray  in  his  designs  for  Colonial  and  Commonwealth  coins 
which  appeared  in  the  1930’s. 

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  designs  are  well-balanced,  and  the  designers  have  resisted 
the  temptation  to  overcrowd  the  flan,  a  fault  which  has  spoiled  many  a  design  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  very  pleasing. 

Perhaps  Mr.  Vincze  could  design  regional  coins  corresponding  to  the  regional  stamps, 
and  provide  a  very  welcome  replacement  for  the  overworked,  and  much  tampered  wTith, 
Britannia  design  on  our  penny.

There  are  seven  chapters  explaining  how 
coinage  began,  forming  a  collection,  housing  and  cleaning  coins,  etc.,  together  with  notes  on 
condition  ratings  and  forgeries;  there  are  eight  pages  of  plates. 

Apart  from  being  well  written  and  easily  readable,  the  moderate  price  and  pleasing  lay-out 
make  this  a  book  that  is  an  ideal  present  for  a  youngster. — L.A.B. 

YEOMAN,  R.  S.  A  Catalog  of  Modem  World  Coins.  509  pp.,  profusely  illustrated.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Hayes  (Mdx.)  &  Dist.  Coin  Club.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  March  meeting  a  welcome  was  extended  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  Palmer.  For  his  talk  of  “  Light  Numis¬ 
matic  Interest,”  Mr.  Palmer  selected  five  items  from  his 
scrap  book: — 1.  An  American  view  of  British  Coins. 
2.  Rarity.  3.  The  Coinage  of  Nephelococcugia.  4. 
Origin  of  “  Coin.”  5.  An  Incident  of  Treasure  Trove. 
These  items  provided  an  extremely  interesting  session 
and  promoted  lively  discussion. 

Nephelococcugia  or  the  “  Cloud  Cuckoo  Town  ”  can 
be  taken  as  the  classical  counterpart  of  “  Utopia,”  an 
imaginary  state  enjoying  overall  perfection  including 
coinage.  Taking  in  turn  all  the  necessary  requirements 
for  such  a  coinage,  the  eventual  coin  envisaged  proved 
to  be  of  little  numismatic  interest. 


An  Incident  of  Treasure  Trove,  gave  an  account  of 
four  hoards  found  between  1864  and  1902,  three  in 
England  and  one  in  France,  places  widely  separated 
from  each  other.  By  a  process  of  historical  detection 
these  hoards  could  be  linked  together  some  hundreds 
of  years  previously.  Mr.  Palmer  concluded  his  talk 
with  a  display  of  coins  for  members’  attention  and 
discussion. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Club,  the  speaker  lor  the 
evening  was  A.  Schroeder,  whose  talk,  “  Two  Centuries 
of  Maria  Theresia  Talers,”  covered  the  period  from 
1711  when  Charles  VI  was  Emperor  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  until  the  present  day.  Mr.  Schroeder  dealt 
with  his  subject  in  six  main  sections: — 1.  Historical 
Introduction.  2.  European  geographical  notes.  3. 
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Mint  towns  and  statistics.  4.  Areas  of  circulation.  5. 
Description  of  the  Taler.  6.  Summary.  Many  points 
of  interest  were  thus  outlined,  explained  and  illustrated 
by  large  scale  maps,  enlarged  photographs  of  the  Taler 
and  specimens  of  the  coin  itself.  Two  items  of  note: — 
Since  1780,  approximately  330  million  Talers  have  been 
minted  and  have  been  accepted  as  currency  all  over 
Europe  and  the  Middle  East.  Secondly,  the  1960 
currency  guide  issued  by  the  Swiss  Bank  Corporation, 
quotes  the  Maria  Theresia  Taler  as  foreign  exchange  at 
the  rate  of  five  shillings  in  the  pound  in  Yemen.  This 
is  indeed  a  remarkable  history  for  one  denomination  of 
coin. 

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  The  reign  of  Stephen 
from  1135-1154  was  one  of  the  darkest  chapters  in 
English  history,  for  it  was  a  period  of  feudal  anarchy. 
It  was  in  fact  not  a  reign  but  a  war  of  succession  between 
Stephen  of  Blois,  nephew  of  Henry  I,  and  Matilda  (wife 
of  Geoffrey  of  Anjou),  the  sole  legitimate  child  of  Henry. 

Barons  in  that  civil  war  era  built  castles  to  the  esti¬ 
mated  number  of  1,100  and  the  country  could  be  said 
to  have  as  many  kings  as  castles  and  certainly  many  of 
these  despots  issued  their  own  coinage. 

The  late  Charles  Firth,  of  Hoyland,  near  Barnsley, 
had  specialised  in  this  period.  He  was  to  have  given  a 
talk  to  Huddersfield  Numismatic  Society  12  months 
ago,  but  died  a  fortnight  before  the  appointed  date. 
At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Society,  however,  his  brother, 
George  Firth,  who  is  also  a  member,  read  his  lecture 
and  exhibited  a  phenomenal  collection  of  the  rare  silver 
pennies  of  the  Baronial  issues. 

Kent  Num.  Soc.  A  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held 
at  Maidstone  Museum  on  April  13th  when  G.  C.  Haines 
gave  a  talk  entitled  “  The  Coinage  of  the  Roman  Empire, 
161-284  a.d.”  The  period  commenced  with  the  death 
of  Antoninus  Pius  and  ended  with  the  accession  of 
Diocletian,  who  reformed  the  coinage. 

The  period  was  one  of  decline  in  which  the  pressure 
on  the  frontiers  by  the  barbarians  increased  rapidly, 
while  the  internal  situation  deteriorated.  Mr.  Haines 
showed  that  the  history  of  the  period  could  be  read  from 
the  coins  which  commemorated  events,  such  as  victories 
over  the  Parthians. 

There  were  many  conspiracies,  rebellions  and  assas¬ 
sinations  which  produced  a  great  variety  in  the  coins. 
Coins  were  also  utilised  for  propaganda,  especially  family 
propaganda  as  used  by  Septimius  Severus.  Throughout 
the  period  the  workmanship  and  metal  declined.  The 
talk  was  illustrated  by  excellent  lantern  slides. 

The  London  Num.  Soc.  On  February  9th,  at 
St.  Brides  Institute,  the  club  assembled  to  hear  G.  C. 
Haines  speak  on  “  Roman  Republican  Coinage.”  Mr. 
Haines  began  by  giving  a  brief  historical  and  economical 
introduction  to  the  series.  He  then  showed  29  slides, 
which  together  with  his  observations  presented  a  full 
and  interesting  account  of  this  coinage. 

Mr  Haines  commented  on  the  controversy  over  the 
date  of  the  first  real  Roman  coins,  holding  that  269  B.c. 
was  the  earliest  that  he  was  willing  to  go.  Members  saw 
the  development  from  the  early  rather  crude  cast  types 
to  the  introduction  of  silver  and  the  great  variety  of 
denarii  that  followed,  when  the  moneyers  realised  the 
value  of  this  media  as  a  means  for  propaganda !  The 
speaker  also  showed  two  maps  and  spoke  about  the 
effect  of  the  various  wars  on  the  weight  and  size  of  the 
coins.  An  enjoyable  meeting  ended  after  Mr.  Haines 
kindly  answered  questions. 

Surrey  Num.  Soc.  The  first  official  meeting  of  the 
society  was  held  in  the  10th  Croydon  Scouts  Rooms,  1 15 
St.  James’s  Road,  West  Croydon,  on  Wednesday,  22nd 
March,  when  members  were  asked  to  read  short  papers 
and  exhibit  coins  from  their  own  collections. 


C.  Masham  exhibited  several  English  and  foreign 
coins  with  interesting  reverses  some  of  which  displayed 
designs  that  depicted  a  stage  in  the  early  history  of  the 
country  of  origin. 

H.  M.  Ginsbury  brought  along  a  very  fine  selection  of 
English  and  colonial  gold  and  silver  coins  consisting 
mainly  of  one  two  pound  piece  of  George  IV,  and  sove¬ 
reigns  and  crowns  of  varying  dates.  This  speaker 
related  several  amusing  stories  concerning  his  early 
collecting  experiences. 

The  last  speaker  for  the  evening,  S.  Ingrams,  passed 
round  three  third  century  coins  of  particular  interest 
and  then  spoke  at  length  on  a  collection  of  some  36 
third  century  Roman  coins,  reported  to  have  been  found 
in  the  Waddon  New  Road  area,  Croydon,  c.  1814,  during 
the  excavation  of  a  cutting  between  West  Croydon  and 
Pitlake.  This  “  hoard  ”  was  brought  to  light  by  a  Mr. 
Lamond,  proprietor  of  a  local  store  when  he  called  in 
Mr.  Ingrams  to  identify  them.  There  being  no  written 
evidence  to  support  this  find,  the  speaker  examined  the 
story  that  had  been  related  to  him  by  Mr.  Lamond. 
Apart  from  the  apparent  discrepancy  of  five  years  in  the 
date  of  finding  there  seemed  to  be  no  argument  against 
these  coins  being  a  Croydon  find.  At  this  point  the 
speaker  said  thanks  were  due  to  Mr.  Lamond  for  his 
co-operation  and  foresight  in  keeping  this  hoard  intact, 
having  purchased  it  five  years  ago  and  for  handing  it 
complete  to  him  for  further  investigation  and  classi¬ 
fication.  The  speaker  said  that  the  material  evidence 
was  in  favour  of  the  hoard  theory  and  went  on  to  describe 
the  result  of  his  work  on  the  coins.  All  were  Antoni  - 
nianii  and  the  range  of  dates  encompassed  only  thirty 
years.  Though  each  piece  had  been  subject  to  treatment 
for  cleaning  purposes  at  the  hands  of  an  amateur,  the 
damage  caused  had  not  been  great.  All  coins  showed 
approximately  the  same  degree  of  wrear. 

Several  rulers  were  represented  and  all  coins  with  the 
exception  of  one  originated  from  the  same  mint — Rome. 

The  Hon.  Sec.,  S.  Ingrams  of  79  Wellesley  Road, 
West  Croydon,  would  be  pleased  to  answer  any  enquiries 
concerning  membership. 

Wessex  Num.  Soc.  The  March  meeting  of  the 
society  was  held  at  St.  Peter’s  Hall,  Bournemouth.  On 
the  agenda  were  two  attractive  subjects.  The  first  being 
Dorset  Tokens  of  the  16th,  17th  and  18th  centuries  by 
H.  F.  V.  Johnstone,  Librarian  of  the  Borough  of  Poole. 
His  interest  in  the  local  token  coinage  proved  to  be  an 
excellent  study  when  the  shortage  of  currency  metals 
became  acute  in  those  periods.  The  names  of  the  traders 
whose  tokens  were  in  circulation,  were  typically  Dorset 
and  still  in  evidence  today  in  their  own  locality.  Many 
specimens  of  the  various  types  were  shown  from  Mr. 
Johnstone’s  collection,  and  the  subject  was  much 
appreciated  by  the  Society.  Then  followed  a  members’ 
exhibition,  solely  for  coins  of  unusual  shape.  This  made 
quite  an  attractive  and  interesting  show,  for  minus  the 
conventional  type  of  coin  it  was,  indeed,  surprising  the 
variety  of  shapes  that  were  displayed,  all  were  perfectly 
genuine,  although  in  some  degree  a  few  were  unrecog¬ 
nisable  as  coins  by  the  present  day  interpretation.  Both 
subjects  being  instructive  and  enthusiastic  made  a 
successful  evening  for  a  well  attended  meeting. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
society,  Mrs.  J.  R.  E.  Bray  gave  her  paper  entitled  “  A 
Penny  for  your  thoughts.”  The  speaker  dealt  with  the 
history  of  our  penny  from  the  time  of  Offa,  king  of 
Mercia,  to  the  present  day.  The  paper  provoked  some 
lively  discussion  and  interesting  stories  were  told 
relating  to  pennies.  There  was  an  imposing  display  of 
rare  and  interesting  pennies  from  the  cabinets  of  Messrs. 
H.  J.  Armstrong,  A.  E.  Bagnall,  G.  Bower,  F.  Heeley, 
T.  Morgan,  and  the  speaker  in  support  of  the  paper.
